That was a n egative approach Mayor E. Allan 
McKeever ad opted toward gamblin g when he 
appeared on the d iscussion pan el at the Busi­ 
n ess an d Profession al Women ’s Club meetin g 
Wed n esd ay n ight. 
The m ayor con ced ed gamblin g is con tin uin g, 
but m ain tain ed “ con d ition s are n o worse than 
in the last 50 years.” 
That’s like sayin g that because 50 people 
were slain in hold ups d urin g the last 
1 0 years, 
there’s n o n eed to become alarm ed if on ly 50 
m ore are killed in the n ext 10. Certain ly, after 
the first 50 were killed , some steps would be 
taken to see that the n ext 50 weren ’t. 
It’s the sam e with gamblin g. The m ayor was 
right in d eclarin g there always will be gamblin g 
in some form, but it’s his respon sibility to see 
th at everythin g possible is d on e to hold it to a 
min imum. His rem arks at the forum gave n o 
in d ication that his in ten tion s are such. 


Question ed about an alleged n ew bookie shop, 
the m ayor had this to say: “ I haven ’t been in 
it, so I d on ’t kn ow. Un less specific complain ts 
come in , I won ’t kn ow about it.” 
We kn ow of on e in stan ce where a “ specific*' 
complain t was registered —to the ipayor him­ 
self. An d the place referred to still is in busi­ 
n ess. W hether it’s a bookie join t rem ain s to be 
seen , but all sign s poin t to that. If so, it would 
represen t a clearcut expan sion of gamblin g ac­ 
tivity within the last few mon ths. 
We’ll con ced e Dr. E. G. Kuhlman , city health 
commission er, had a poin t in a poem he quoted 
d urin g the forum. It wen t like this: 
“All that’s white is good ; all that’s black is 
bad ; but all my frien d s are either gray or 
plaid .” 
But white, black, gray or plaid , we still thin k 
the attitud e th a t' “ thin gs aren ’t an y worse 
than they have been for the last 50 years” is 
the wron g approach. 
Naturally, those last 50 years can ’t be d rop­ 
ped in the lap of Mayor McKeever, but an y in ­ 
creased gamblin g activity d urin g the presen t 
ad m in istration can . 
It would be d ifficult—n ot impossible—to stam p 
out all gamblin g here, but it should n ’t be too 
great a problem, with a con certed effort, to 
hold it to a min imum an d n ot let it expan d .

But if he is goin g to 
save himself for his old age, he will have to 
take up parachute-jumpin g.

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A Negative Approach 


That was a negative approach Mayor E. Allan 
McKeever adopted toward gambling when he 
appeared on the discussion panel at the Busi­ 
ness and Professional Women's Club meeting 
Wednesday night. 


The m ayor conceded gambling is continuing, 
but m aintained “ conditions are no worse than 
in the last 50 y ears.” 


T hat’s like saying that because 50 people 
w ere slain in holdups during the last IO years, 
th ere’s no need to become alarm ed if only 50 
m ore are killed in the next IO. Certainly, after 
the first 50 w ere killed, some steps would be 
taken to see that the next 50 w eren’t. 


I f s the sam e with gambling. The m ayor was 
right in declaring there always will be gambling 
in some form, but it’s his responsibility to see 
th at everything possible is done to hold it to a 
m inim um . His rem arks a t the forum gave no 
indication that his intentions are such. 


Questioned about an alleged new bookie shop, 
the m ayor had this to say: “ I haven’t been in 
it, so I don’t know. Unless specific complaints 
come in, I won’t know about it.” 
We know of one instance where a “ specific” 
complaint was registered—to the m ayor him­ 
self. And the place referred to still is in busi­ 
ness. Whether it’s a bookie joint rem ains to be 
seen, but all signs point to that. If so, it would 
represent a clearcut expansion of gambling ac­ 
tivity within the last few months. 
We’ll concede Dr. E. G. Kuhlman. city health 
commissioner, had a point in a poem he quoted 
during the forum. It wrent like this: 
“ All th at’s white is good; all th at’s black is 
bad; but all m y friends are either gray or 
plaid.” 
But white, black, gray or plaid, we still think 
the attitude that “ things 
aren ’t any worse 
than they have been for the last 50 y e a rs” is 
the wrong approach. 
Naturally, those last 50 years can’t be drop­ 
ped in the lap of Mayor McKeever, but any in­ 
creased gambling activity during the present 
administration can. 
It would be difficult—not impossible—to stam p 
out all gambling here, but it shouldn’t be too 
great a problem, with a concerted effort, to 
hold it to a minim um and not let it expand. 


The Tonic Of Endeavor 


It seems that never a week passes any m ore 
without a report that Prim e Minister Churchill 
is being urged by solicitous friends to retire 
before he hurts himself. 
Aside from the overtones of British politics 
which m ake it desirable to get Anthony Eden on 
the job before the 1956 election, there is an 
overtone cf humor in the idea that Sir Winston 
could be hurt by staying on the job. 
He has not reached the age of 79 by con­ 
serving his resources but by spending them 
recklessly. No public leader of this century 
has been m ore open-handed about giving him ­ 
self wholly and enthusiastically to the problems 
and interests of his time. 
If there w ere anything to the fears of the 
m entally and physically parsimonious critics of 
Sir Winston’s robust habits, he w’ould have run 
out of eyesight, mental capacity, digestion and 
the joy of living a generation ago. 
Instead, he seems to have added to his ca­ 
pacities in every way except hearing; he now 
m ust use a hearing aid to hear warnings about 
what m ay happen to him if he does not soon | 
quit gulping the tonic of endeavor. He is like 
those perverse octogenarians who insist they 
got that way with the help of their bad habits. 
Undoubtedly. Sir Winston should retire so 
Eden — who already is 56 — can take a crack 
at being Prim e Minister. But if he is going to 
save himself for his old age, he will have to 
take up parachute-jumping. 


Bark To The Wobblies 


The point needs no emphasizing, especially 
in Washington where a rum or of renewed vio­ 
lence by pistol politicians can lead to a riot 
call. There was a riot call for the U S. Capitol 
on Wednesday. There will be more. 
But government activity in the United States 
is under the deepest shadow of fear which has 
hovered over it since the hey-day of the Inter­ 
national Workers of the World — the infamous 
“ wobblies.” 
Assassination for the sole purpose of com ­ 
m anding attention was a part of their twisted 
credo. It is only when ax-grinding historians

F air play for the American tax ­ 
payer is in sight. For m ore than 40 
years, since the federal income 
tax law w’as passed, the courts 
have at times narrowly construed 
the words of the tax statutes con­ 
tra ry to the intent of Congress. 
But never until this weeTc has a bill 
finally been presented to Congress 
to correct these inequities and in­ 
justices. 
The average citizen isn’t famil­ 
iar with the m any benefits that 
are to com e to him when the bill 
is passed and probably never will

against the contingencies that it is 
designed lo meet. 
The provisions of the general 
revision of the Internal Revenue 
Code cover 900 printed pages and 
com prise a m ultitude of points—

m itted to corporations and indi­ 
viduals on a wide variety of sub­ 
jects.

NONE OF THIS would probably

Too often the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, in writing “ regulations” 
designed to carry out the m ean­ 
ing of the law. has m ade some 
farfetched 
interpretations

The philosophy that the 
government is always right and 
the taxpayer is alw’avs wrong has 
governed too m uch of the bureau’s 
thinking in the oast. 
Not m any of the disputed points, 
relatively speaking, have been ca r­ 
ried to the courts on appeal, but 
m any that have been overruled 
have never been clarified so that 
a regulation would in itself be 
overturned. What the proposed law’ 
does is to take into account the 
court decisions and the existing 
code.

All this m ay sound technical to

THERE IS INCLUDED in the 
sam e general tax bill a num ber of

Some of these will face a legis­ 
lative fight, and there is certain to 
be an effort by the Dem ocrats to 
tack on an increase in personal 
exemptions from $600 to 3700.

Combat fatigue-long the terror of 
fighting men and the puzzle of 
scientists—has been proven to be 
a physical condition, much like a 
severe infection. 
Ths new analysis of just what 
battlefield fear and stress can do 
to a hum an was dem onstrated by 
a group of Johns Hopkins Univers­ 
ity Navy psychologists and physio­ 
logists who studied m en in t h e 
front lines in Korea. 
Scientists had long bren puzzled 
whether the soldiers with fatigue— 
and presum ably the shell shock of 
World War I—were mental cases. 
Now it has been established their 
troubles are 
prim arily 
physical, 
with savage punishment to t h e 
blood supply and vital glands. 
The 
researchers 
ran 
detailed 
tests on 120 m en in three groups: 
A com bat unit which suffered TO 
per cent casualties in prolonged, in­ 
tensive fighting; another under al­ 
most constant artillery fire with 7 
per cent casualties, and a control 
group behind the lines. 
M easures of blood, urine and sa­ 
liva showed that men who had un­ 
dergone the five-day bom bardm ent 
suffered far m ore severely than 
those in intensive fighting for 18- 
hour periods. 
Among the former, the adrenal 
gland output of hormones had been 
exhausted and resisted even the 
stimulation of ACTH, the p itu ita r y 
gland 
hormone 
which 
usually 
sparks the adrenals. The 18-hour 
com bat men actually showed up 
above normal in adrenal activity. 
The roar and peril of battle pun­ 
ished the body in another way, too, 
the researchers said in their re­ 
port just m ade public: Severe de­ 
hydration was found, especially aft­ 
er the intensive fighting. 
This drying out of Usssues turn­ 
ed up even when the returning 
soldiers had had an ample su p p ly 
in their canteens. Apparently, the
